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This is a response to the PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT filed 
December 17, 2004. The petition requests that the abandonment, as set forth in the Notice of 
Abandonment of December 9, 2004, for failure to timely file a proper reply to the Office letter mailed 
May 1 1, 2004 be withdrawn since applicants did timely file a reply on August 9, 2004.
